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In  a  docent  meeting  November  1, 1979  the  docent  council  was  officially 
organized  Offices  filled  were  as  follows:  Chairperson,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Schedule 
Chairperson  and  Assistant,  Museum  in  the  Classroom  Chairperson.  Additional  positions 
of  Docent  Education  Chairperson  and  Museum  Associates  Representative  were  added  in  a 
later  docent  meeting.  E.E.  Sanguinetti  instructed  docents  on  the  educational  aims  of  the 
Museum. 

Ann  Day  moved  to  New  Jersey  in  the  fall  of  1979.  Elinor  Sue  McCoy,  Master  of 
Education  from  the  University  of  Utah,  became  new  Curator  of  Education  January  1980. 
Sue  was  previously  art  specialist  in  public  schools. 

Beginning  January  1980  docent  meetings  were  held  twice  monthly,  1st  and  3rd 
Thursday  afternoon  with  instruction  on  art  history,  the  collection  and  docent 
techniques  by  Sue  McCoy.  Docents  were  organized  into  daily  teams  under  a  team  leader. 
Every  docent  was  responsible  for  a  three  hour  commitment  per  week.  Yearly  dues  were 
set  $10.00.  Dues  were  discon tined  in  June  1980.  In  March  1980  the  education 
department  began  publishing  a  monthly  docent  publication,  “Docent  Dialogue.-  121 
Tours  for  5,624  people  were  given  from  February  1, 19®)  to  July  1, 1980.

Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  Attends  the 
Lowell  Elementary  School  Japanese 
Culture  Week. 

This  spring  Lowell  Elementary  School  in  Salt 
Lake  City  invited  the  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
(UMFA)  to  participate  in  their  Japanese  Culture 
Week.  Principal  Marti  Frankovich,  teachers, 
and  students  planned  the  celebrations  to 
culminate  their  year-long  study  of  Japan  which 
had  been  directed  by  Toshi  Masuda  from  Japan. 
Throughout  the  school  year  Mr.  Masuda  shared 
Japanese  history,  art,  culture,  song  and  dance 
with  teachers  and  students. 

For  the  celebration  the  entire  school  was 
bedecked  with  Japanese  arts;  a  cascade  of 
1000  origami  cranes  hung  at  the  entrance; 
tissue  paper  carp  kites  made  by  Lowell  students 
floated  from  the  hall  ceilings;  objects  loaned  by 
the  UMFA  Teacher  Resource  Center  filled 
display  cases  at  the  door  of  each  classroom. 
Among  these  loan  objects  are  33  Oshiebina 
Dolls  given  to  Salt  Lake  City  by  its  Sister  City  of 
/  Matsumoto,  Japan.  The  dolls  are  framed  fabric 
figures  representing  the  costumes  and  customs 
of  old  Japan.  UMFA  is  the  caretaker  of  these 
dolls  and  loans  them  to  schools  throughout 
Utah. 

A  colorful  variety  of  Japanese  arts,  foods  and 
activities  were  experienced  by  students  in  the 
school  multi-purpose  room.  Marjorie  Powis,  a 
docent  from  the  UMFA,  set  up  a  table  to 
demonstrate  and  assist  students  in  Sumi-e, 
Japanese  brush  painting.  Mrs.  Powis 
introduced  the  Four  Treasures  of  the  artist's 
table-brush:  ink,  ink  stone  and  paper,  to 
students  and  taught  them  to  grind  ink  and  use 
the  bamboo  brushes  in  painting  traditional 
plants  and  flowers. 

As  part  of  the  celebration  students  had  an 
opportunity  to  sample  Japanese  foods,  eat  with 
chopsticks,  play  with  Japanese  toys,  create 
origami  figures,  and  practice  calligraphy  and 
karate.  Other  activities  included  in  the  Cultural 
Week  were  Japanese  lunch  and  exercises  on 
the  playground.
